The next Evening a much more numerous Concourſe of Peo- 
ple paraded the Streets, with a Drum beating, Colours flying, 
and two Effigies, (on one of which was a Label with theſe 
Words, I have my Friends betrayed) and (marched up before 
Mr. Kelly's Lodgings again, where they became very -tamul- 
tuous, and would not retire till Mr. Kelly once more affured 
them he would ſtand a Poll. On their Departure, the'Effigies 
| werr kicked and rolled about the Streets, and at laſt tore in 
Pieces. After this they proceeded to the Bell-Inn, and inſiſted 
on having Mr- Rous's Carriage given up to them; it being re- 
fuſed they became very turbulent, and much Miſchief probably 
would have enſued, had not the Mayor appeared with ſome 
| Conſtables, and threatened Commitment to thoſe who did not 
inſtantly diſperſe ; which had the deſired Effect, for about 
Eleven o'Ciock not a riotous Perſon was to be ſeen. ©

On Friday Noon, Nov. 26, Sir Watkin fet out for London, 
The Populace, in order to expreſs their Eſteem and Attachment 
to him, inſiſted upon drawing him in his Carriage from the Inn 
to the-Turnpike, attended by the Pages, Muſic, &c. in regular 
Proceſſion. As ſoon as they arrived thither, the Horſes were 
put to, and then Sir Watkin took a polite Leave. 


On Sonday Morning Mr. Rous, attended by moſt of the 
Members ofsthe Corporation, went to hear divine Service at the 
Cathedral, after which he and his Brother took a genteel Leave ; 
then Mr. Rous gave the Men had who had been his Conſtables, 
a very handſome Preſent, and departed the City. ; 
The Spirit and Confidence on both Sides far exceeded any 
former Conteſt for the City. Violent Wranglings, Confuſions, 
Ke. happened every Day; many illiberal Expreſſions were 
thrown out by both Parties ? and ſeveral ungenteel Taunts and 
Sneers levelled at the Candidates —And now and then Circum- 
| ſtances aroſe which afforded Diverſion to the whole Court; one 
in particular was a Scuffle between the Law and the Goſpel, in + 
the Perſons of a young Counſellor and a. young Divine which 
ended in no other Diſgrace than their rolling and tumbling 
together for ſome Time o the Council Table. 


During the Time of Election Sir Watkin publiſhed an Ad-
